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Tragic tot choked 
on piece of apple 
in family home 


■ BY NICK DORMAN 


A BOY of two died in a 
freak accident after choking 
on a piece of apple, an 
inquest heard. 

Sammy Bennett turned blue and 
went limp after the slice of fruit 
became stuck in his throat while he 
was watching television with his par¬ 
ents at the family home in Headcom. 

Coroner Roger Sykes described the 
death as “the most tragic and ghast¬ 
ly accident”. 

The inquest was told Sammy’s 
insurance underwriter dad, Carl, 
and ex-air hostess mum, Claire, had 
done all they could to save the tot on 
December 15, last year. 

Sammy was rushed to Maidstone 
Hospital but died after doctors and 
paramedics spent an hour and 25 
minutes attempting to revive him. 

Consultant paediatrician Dr 
Charles Unter told the hearing: 
“Sammy’s parents did exactly the 
right thing. Five slaps on the back 
followed by chest thrusts is the stan¬ 
dard response for choking. Sadly, it 
doesn’t always work.” 

No sweets 

Mid Kent coroner Mr Sykes said: “I 
am satisfied this tragedy was beyond 
redemption even before the para¬ 
medic crew arrived. 

“Nevertheless, no one gave up. 
Attempts were made to resuscitate 
Sammy for a very much longer time 
than could possibly have been 
expected to be successful.” 

Speaking last December, Carl said 
Sammy had told him he wanted 
something to eat, but he didn’t want 
to give him sweets, so instead gave 
the boy an apple. 

He said: “I don’t like giving them 
sweets so I said he could have some 
fruit. Sammy said he wanted a 
banana, then changed his mind and 
said he wanted an apple, or ‘happle’ 
as he called it. 

“I came in from the hall and told 
him he had been a good boy because 
he had almost finished the apple. 

“It was then he began choking. We

tried everything, but you could see 
he couldn’t breathe and he went 
limp. It was so frightening and has 
absolutely devastated us. 

“We just can’t comprehend what 
has happened.We gave Sammy fruit 
all the time - all families give their 
children fruit - but it happened so 
quickly. We did everything we could. 

“I phoned 999, the operator gave me 
advice on what to do until the para¬ 
medics arrived. I thought I was keep¬ 
ing him alive, but it wasn’t enough.” 

He added: “For it to happen at any 
time is bad enough, but just before 
Christmas was awful. 

“We had been really looking for¬ 
ward to Christmas as it would have 
been the first when Sammy would 
have been really into opening his 
presents. 

“It’s really tom us apart but we are 
trying to keep strong, especially for 
Rebekah [Sammy’s sister]. Every 
day it’s getting harder, not easier.” 

“I peeled and cut the apple into 
small bits and we did all we could to 
dislodge the apple when he was 
choking - I still feel partly to blame. 

“I know it was a tragic accident but 
I keep thinking I shouldn’t have 
given the apple to him.” 

He added: “Sammy was a gorgeous 
boy. We just can’t take it in that he’s 
gone from us for ever.” 

The Bennetts have set up a tmst 
fund in Sammy’s memory at his 
favourite animal centre, near the 
family home. 

A verdict of accidental death was 
recorded by the coroner. 


Central control 
fire HQ opposed 
by Tory quartet 

GOVERNMENT plans to relocate Kent 
Fire and Rescue Service’s control room to 
Hampshire have been attacked by four 
Tory candidates. 

In 2005, the Government decided to 
invest more than £350 milli on into the 
FiReControl Project. 

The aim is to replace local fire control 
rooms with huge regional centres in 
2011. Kent’s HQ is in Tovil, Maidstone, 
but will be relocated to Hampshire. 

The new control centre will cover 
Berks, Bucks, East and West Sussex, 
Hants, Kent, the Isle of Wight, Oxon and 
Surrey. 

In August, chief fire officer Bill Feeley 
said: “Kent and Medway Fire and Rescue 
has expressed concerns about the scale of 
the project, costs and slippage in the 
implementation programme, and we are 
obviously concerned at the impact on 
staff 

“We are also keen to see that it is flexi¬ 
ble enough to cater for local issues as well 
as regional ones. However, we will contin¬ 
ue to do everything we can to ensure the 
transition is smooth and the service to 
the public remains first class.” 

Service HQ was unable to comment on 
how the project will affect its 38 employ¬ 
ees. 

Tory parliamentary candidates Helen 
Grant (Maidstone and Weald); Tracey 
Crouch (Aylesford and Chatham); 
Gordon Henderson (Sittingboume and 
Sheppey); and Laura Sandys (Thanet 
South) are calling on ministers to halt the 
plan. 

Mrs Grant said: “What has been a fan¬ 
tastic service is now the subject of the 
Government’s insatiable appetite for cen¬ 
tral command and control. 

“There is no apparent consideration for 
the potentially fatal effect this change 
may have on people in Maidstone and the 
Weald and on our fire officers.” 


Rosebys jobs axed 

HOME and textile outlet Rosebys has 
been forced to close scores of stores - 
including in Maidstone - and make 
hundreds of jobs cuts. 

The group was placed in administra¬ 
tion in September and “difficult trad¬ 
ing conditions” led to the closure of 122 
stores and a distribution centre. In 
total, 816 of the firm’s 2,000 staff have 
now been made redundant. 

Last month, Rosebys stores in the 
county town, Gillingham, Dover and 
Margate closed. Six staff at the 
Chequers centre branch were made 
redundant. 

On October 24, joint administrator 
Howard Smith, of KPMG, said: “It is 
disappointing but unavoidable to be 
continuing to close stores.” 

Since then another 25 branches have 
closed and only 158 remain.

“Never leave a bag on a trolley or a 
pram, as it only takes a second for a 
thief to strike. 

“Purse chains are available from 
Maidstone police station and can also 
be bought from any shoe repair shop 
or hardware store. 

“The security chain connects a purse 
to a handbag and prevents a thief 
from taking the purse without the 
owner noticing,” she added.

The regiment, known as the Tigers 
and its forebears fought in Burma at 
the battle of Kohima in 1944. 

During the battle, Maidstone- 
born Lance-Corporal John Harman 
won the Victoria Cross by killing a 
machine gun crew and capturing 
their position single-handed, then 
rushing another post and killing 
the five enemy soldiers in it. 

He was then killed by a burst of 
machine gun fire. His action is 
commemorated each year on 
Kohima Day - April 9 - in all the 
corporals’ messes in the regiment. 

The Kohima monument’s 
poignant epitaph is one of the most 
famous in remembering fallen sol¬ 
diers. 

It reads: 

When you go home, 

Tell them of us and say, 

For your tomorrow 
We gave our today

Hospital patient 
told to 'buy your 
own' tweezers

MAIDSTONE Hospital has 
offered to pay for a pair of tweez¬ 
ers after a patient was asked to 
buy them so he could undergo a 
medical procedure. 

Lorry driver Dai Williams, 45, couldn’t 
believe it when staff in A&E couldn’t find a 
pair of tweezers in the entire hospital. 

They then suggested that he ‘pop out’ and 
buy his own so that they could remove 
ingrown eyelashes. 

Diabetes sufferer Mr Williams drove three 
miles to the nearest Sainsbury’s and bought 
a pair before returning to the hospital to 
have the painful eyelashes removed. 

He said: “I was having my regular eye test 
in Boot’s last month and the optician saw the 
lashes in my eye and told me I had to pop 
into the A&E at Maidstone. 

“When I got there they looked in and a 
nurse tried with a massive pair of forceps 
and failed to get them out. 

“They started looking all round the hospi¬ 
tal, someone checked with their ear nose and

There 
is no good reason for this to have happened, 
we apologise, and are sorry Mr Williams was 
put to such lengths for what should have 
been a simple trip to A&E.” 

Mr Williams complained almost a month 
ago but this week national newspapers car¬ 
ried the story much to the embarrassment of 
Maidstone Hospital.

Government is out of 
touch, say businesses 

A NEW survey has revealed 96 percent of 
Maidstone businesses do not think govern¬ 
ment understands the needs of the business 
community.

Literary triumph from 
chronicles of disaster

A SERIES of bizarre tales - some 
long forgotten - has been compiled 
in a new book by author Phil Mason. 

His Kent Chronicles of Catastrophe and 
Disaster, just published by Countryside Books, 
collects colourful and strange incidents which 
have taken place in history. 

These include a man run over 12 times by a 
train on the North Kent line and another train 
accident which almost killed Charles Dickens, 
near Staplehurst in 1865, when the 
Folkestone to London boat train hit a bridge. 

Mr Mason, from Gillingham, has lived in 
Kent for 20 years and this is his sixth book. 

He said: “It is not a dry chronology, nor does 
it pretend to be a comprehensive account of 
every terrible event. 

“Instead I have chosen to shine the spotlight 
on the stranger, more curious and lesser- 
known side of Kent’s history.” 

Also included are details of a First World 
War disaster when a munitions depot in 
Faversham exploded, killing 106 people. 

Such was the force of the explosion that win-

dows were shattered over a 20-mile radius and 
the bang could be heard 50 miles away. 

The first UFO sighting officially acknowl¬ 
edged in the UK took place over Sheemess in 
1912, while in October 1134, during one of 
Britain’s worst droughts, the River Medway 
dried up. 

An unusual combat death is recorded when 
a pair of German aircraft attacked the Ashford 
to Lydd train during the Second World War. 


A shot hit the engine and debris flew into the 
air, including the steam locomotive’s funnel, 
which struck one of the attacking planes, caus¬ 
ing it to crash in flames after it careered into 
telegraph wires. 

The defeat of a French invasion at Sandwich 
is also examined, as is a tor¬ 
pedo which ran aground 
during testing and caused 
panic across Heme Bay. 

The sinking of a paddle- 
steamer called the Princess 
Alice in the Thames is also 
recalled, as is a catalogue of 
disasters close to the Good¬ 
win Sands. 

The Princess Alice is the 
UK’s worst-ever civilian 
shipping accident, as it claimed almost 800 
lives. 

Other tales include the loss of both Amy 
Johnson and Glenn Miller in mysterious air 
crashes, Caesar’s invasion 2,000 years ago, the 
visit of Tsar Peter the Great and paranoia 
about a Nazi tunnel under the sea. 

The author said: “Owing to its geographical 
position as the gateway to Britain, Kent has 
witnessed more than its fair share of great 
events.” 



Superbug 

A TOTAL of 269 patients in Kent and 
Medway caught the superbugs MRSA 
and Clostridium difficile between April 
and June this year. 

However, the county saw 55 per cent 
fewer cases of the healthcare-associated 
infections than over the same period in 
2007, the latest Health Protection 
Agency (HPA) figures show. 

Nationally, C diff rates have fallen by 
more than a third, which officials put 
down to improved hand-washing and a 
clampdown on over-prescribing anti- 


infections 

biotics. The figures are those combined 
from Dartford and Gravesham, Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells and East 
Kent Hospitals University NHS tmsts 
and Medway NHS Foundation Tmst, as 
well as Bromley Hospitals and Queen 
Mary’s Sidcup tmsts. 

In all the tmsts, since the period April 
to June 2006, the number of MRSA 
cases has gone down, from 68 to 34 this 
year. The number of patients with C diff 
has fallen from 502 in 2006 to 196 in 
2008, the HPA data show. Laura 



Probert, of the National Concern for 
Healthcare Infections, said: “Safe¬ 
guarding funding for infection preven¬ 
tion and control can help as this is often 
the first pot that gets raided whenever a 
tmst is in financial difficulty.” 

The campaigner, whose mother died 
from C diff at the William Harvey Hos¬ 
pital in Ashford, said KOS Media’s cam¬ 
paign to highlight the importance of 
hand hygiene in the fight against killer 
bugs was important in raising aware¬ 
ness about hand-washing.

pie attending Kent schools, the council has 
hailed this as “a major step towards tackling 
congestion in the county”.

• The Kent Freedom Pass - a scheme that 
allows students aged between 11 and 16 to 
travel on buses anywhere in Kent. 

• Working with charity Sustrans to employ a 
Bike It officer in the Ashford area and encour¬ 
aging cycling to school across the county. 

• Working with bus companies to establish 
any issues around behaviour on buses and 
find solutions, so pupils, drivers and the pub¬ 
lic feel comfortable using them. 

• Rating school travel plans to maintain inter¬ 
est and providing additional funding to sup¬ 
port schools with ‘platinum’ status - achieved 
through introducing sustainable travel 
schemes. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: ‘Nation¬ 
ally, walking and cycling to school has 
declined in the past 20 years so it is great that 
Kent is bucking that trend. 

“KCC has worked with parents, pupils, 
teachers and transport companies to offer real 
alternatives and incentives for people to 
change their travel habits. 

‘Not only is it healthier for parents and 
pupils, it cuts down on congestion to keep 
Kent moving.”

LIBERTY CAPPED: Magic mushrooms are illegal 


Not so mushroom 
for debate after 
law is tightened 

FOLLOWING police seizures of so- 
called magic mushrooms this autumn, it 
is clear many people remain uncertain 
about the legal situation regarding the 
fungi. 

There is a widespread belief that pick¬ 
ing the hallucinogenic psilocybin mush¬ 
room is legal but preparing it for con¬ 
sumption in any form is not. 

That is not the case. The Drugs Act 
2005 ended the situation in which fresh 
magic mushrooms were legal but those 
which were dried or prepared for use 
were not. 

The Home Office ruled the hallucino¬ 
genic drug was harmful to some users - 
especially vulnerable people and those 
with mental health problems - and 
acted to clarify the law. 

Home Office Minister Paul Goggins 
said in a statement: “Magic mushrooms 
come under Clause 21 of the Drugs Act 
2005. It is now an offence to import, 
export, produce, supply, possess or pos¬ 
sess with intent to supply magic mush¬ 
rooms, including in the form of growing 
kits.” 

Exceptions will be made for people 
who unknowingly pick the mushrooms 
in the wild or find them growing in their 
garden. Critics have argued the act is 
difficult to police. 

Although some do grow in the wild, the 
vast majority of hallucinogenic mush¬ 
rooms sold on the open market come 
from farms in Holland. 

Users experience effects ranging from 
intensification of colours, lights and 
sounds to hallucinations. 

Negative effects can include vomiting, 
disorientation and anxiety.

Let us reclaim the 
streets in safety 

Kent Green Party is advocating 
20mph limits for all residential 
areas to improve safety for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

Over two-thirds of all road 
casualties happen on built-up roads. 
A survey of the introduction of 
20mph zones found that child road 
accidents declined by 67 per cent, 
cyclist accidents by 29 per cent and 
traffic flow by 27 per cent. 

At 20mph drivers can have eye 
contact with other users of the 
street, pedestrians feel safer and 
children can play outside. 

While the UK’s roads are among 
the safest in Europe, walkers and 
cyclists are still intimidated by high 
speeds. The leading cause of death 
to children over the age of five is 
road crashes. The number of cyclists 
killed has risen by 30 per cent since 
2003. 

The UK Commission for 
Integrated Transport has reported 
20mph limits as “the one critical 
success factor underpinning best 
practice in promoting walking, 
cycling and public transport as 
alternatives to the private car”.

Not a licence to 
print money, but 
a professional 
business option 

LANDLORDS will need a licence-to-let 
and a business plan to take out a mort¬ 
gage, under new proposals published by 
the Government. 

In a report that could halt the activi¬ 
ties of buy-to-let investors, independent 
housing policy experts recommended 
measures that would turn letting prop¬ 
erty into a business rather than a bit of 
cash on the side. 

The review, designed to root out land¬ 
lords who provide a poor standard of 
accommodation, also proposed tax incen¬ 
tives that could include changes to 
stamp duty and capital gains tax for pro¬ 
fessional landlords to encourage them to 
buy more properties. 

Dr Julie Rugg, the author of the report, 
said: “We want to see a new culture of 
renting, where landlords view them¬ 
selves as hands-on businesspeople not 
hands-off investors.” 

The licence would mean that land¬ 
lords who fail to measure up could have 
points deducted or lose it altogether and 
be banned from letting property - rather 
in the manner of a driving licence 

Slight increase in 
mortgage lending 

MORTGAGE lending picked up slightly 
in September but remained near record 
lows as the housing market continued to 
struggle. 

A total of 23,422 mortgages for house 
purchase were approved by British 
banks last month, up from a record low 
of 21,342 in August when summer holi¬ 
days helped push figures down. 

There was also more positive news as 
estate agents reported a slight rise in 
sales for the month. 

Each agent sold an average of six prop¬ 
erties in September, up from five in 
August - the first rise since January, 
according to the National Association of 
Estate Agents. 

However, mortgage lending in 
September remained near the lowest on 
record and is below the six-month aver¬ 
age of 27,481, the British Bankers’ 
Association’s figures show. 


PROPERTY group Connells has 
just celebrated its most successful 
sales and lettings month of the 
year in Kent - and it says it’s not 
all doom and gloom in the county’s 
housing market. 

Staff say this shows recent initiatives have 
helped stimulate trade and make people 
aware moving is still an option. 

They added that the rental market is also 
picking up and said as long as estate agents 
are realistic in what they expect to make and 
consider their prices carefully, the market 
need not stagnate. 

Area partner Mark Weller said: “The results 
show that the property market in Kent is

active and that large numbers of people are 
still moving or looking to rent. 

‘With the summer holidays over and people 
thinking about moving into a new place before 
Christmas, we have seen a surge not only in 
the number of instructions but also in tied-up 
sales. 

We expect this trend to continue as the 
recent reduction in interest rates could be just 
the incentive needed for those who were hesi¬ 
tating about buying. 

“Houses will continue to sell, as long as ven¬ 
dors are realistic and their agent is prepared 
to work really hard on their behalf, using 


every opportunity to bring a property to the 
attention of as many buyers as possible.” 

Other upsurges have been seen across the 
market. Canterbury was recently voted as 
having a continuing appeal to buyers. 

David Bexon of SmartNewHomes.com said 
of the city: “Homebuyers are keen to buy into 
impressive history and status as a World 
Heritage Site. 

“The local economy has grown substantially, 
with thousands of businesses based in the city 
centre and plenty of job opportunities.” 

Housebuilding is also going ahead in 
Ashford, which has been earmarked as a 
growth town. 

Developers say they have taken fluctuations 
in the market into account and proposals for 
35,000 new homes will be maintained.

Where A4 cabin feels well-made, roomy and 
durable at the £20,000 end of the market, it 
looks hideously over-priced at the other end. 

Enough about shortcomings though, 
because there is plenty to laud too and 
especially when equipped with the creamy six- 
cylinder 237bhp 3.0TDI diesel - the perfect 
riposte to claims that petrol engines are still 
best for refinement.

Firms clamping down 
on 'social networking 7 

ONE in three firms in southern England 
has tough policies for stopping staff social 
networking, according to new research. 

UK firms are the strictest in Europe for 
not allowing staff to access Facebook and 
other social networking sites at work. 

A new report by mobile network 
provider 3 reveals that millions of us are 
social networking during office horn’s. 

Thirty per cent of people in the region 
surf social networking sites while at work 
and experts have now coined the term 
‘social notworking’ to describe the trend. 

It has reached endemic proportions but 
bosses aren’t impressed, with many now 
imposing official restrictions. 

Contract hard sell 

BUSINESSES are still overlooking one of 
the most critical parts of a firm - IT sup¬ 
port - says a county expert. 

Stuart Kenny, director of Liquid 
Knowledge in Ashford, said: “Many busi¬ 
nesses renew their IT contract habitually 
and have found their contracts are either 
lacking in terms of support or far exceed 
their requirements. 

“Basic hardware warranties offer limit¬ 
ed peace of mind as modem IT equipment 
is robust and stable. 

“Only 10 per cent of all warranty claims 
involve hardware. The other 90 per cent 
relate to software and it is only when soft¬ 
ware problems have to be resolved that 
the business owner realises their warran¬ 
ty is hardware-based only.” 

Data security deficit 

A LARGE part of the South East’s work¬ 
force does not know how or where personal 
and company data is stored. 

They also do not understand the impor¬ 
tance of keeping data secure, according to a 
survey commissioned by data centre and 
computer room specialists Migration 
Solutions. Almost half of respondents sur¬ 
veyed had never heard of data centres. 

And 39 per cent had no idea where their 
company data was stored, while 45 per cent 
of respondents believed their company’s 
data was stored on the server. 

Half were unsure if their company backed 
up its data, while a tenth knew for sure that 
their company did not. 

A quarter believed a long-term IT disaster 
at head office, such as flood or fire, would 
have no impact on the business at all.

Savers batten down 

the economic hatch 



PENNY WISE: Savers in the South East are the canniest in the country

MORE than three-quarters of South East small- 
business owners are holding onto their cash rather 
than making immediate decisions about investment 
because of economic uncertainties. 

According to new research by Bank of Scotland Business Banking, 
over the next 12 months, two in five plan to put aside money for 
future investment in the business, while a third plan to put aside 
money in savings to earn interest. 

A third plan to put aside money for insurance against hard times 
and a further worsening in economic conditions. 

Britain’s small-business owners are currently saving more than £1 
billion every month, and a quarter of SMEs in the South East are 
investing more back into their business than they are saving. 

Slightly more are saving and investing in equal amounts, and only 
one in eight is saving more each month than they are investing back 
into the business. A third of small-business owners are neither sav¬ 
ing nor investing. 

Peter Wood, head of strategy and products at Bank of Scotland 
Business Banking, said: “In a more cautious economic climate, where 
saving is prioritised over investment, it’s vital that SMEs find the 
best home for their surplus cash.” 

Meantime, with individuals, almost a third of people in the South 
East have changed spending habits in the last six months and spent 
less to cope with the credit crunch - and the region now has the 
biggest savers. 

The average savings balance is £15,493 compared with a national 
average of £12,703. Scots are reckoned to be the worst savers, with 
an average stash of £9,939 

Figures released by Lloyds TSB Consumer Banking reveals that 
more than half of respondents in the region are taking action to clear 
their debts. Individuals in the South East have, on average, unse¬ 
cured debt of £2,800, slightly above the national average of £2,771. 

A third have increased the amount they pay off each month, com¬ 
pared with only 24 per cent in the North East - the UKs most 
indebted region. 

However, when it comes to long-term saving, 32 per cent of respon¬ 
dents say they do not have a pension, while 57 per cent admit they 
are concerned about not having enough money for retirement. 

In fact, one in five of inhabitants in the region has less than £500 
in their savings, leaving them potentially vulnerable to financial dif¬ 
ficulty in these uncertain times. 

Over half of savers in the South East say they are putting money 
aside for a rainy day or emergencies. Almost a third are saving for 
holidays and 27 per cent are putting money away for their retire¬ 
ment. One in five say they are saving for future increases in house¬ 
hold bills.

Kent now begin the search for a new 
overseas star, with Key not ruling out 
the possibility of using two players over 
the course of the year.
